It is practically certain that the other 
large dealers and many small independent 
retailers will follow the lead of the Borden 
company in boosting the price. 

A meeting of the mil board of the Pro- 
ducers’ Protective association will be held 
this afternoon in the Ashland block to take 
action relative to the increase in price. It 
appears that the farmer and milk ship- 
pere are determined to raise their price, if 
the 8 cent rate is to remain permanently. 

An average price of $1.86 2-8 a hundred 
pounds was demanded originally by the ship- 
pers for milk shipped during the present six 
months. This price was objected to by the 
dealers on the ground that at 7 cents a 
quart business would be run ata loss. The 
dealers offered $1.66 2-3 and this was ac- 


cepted and contracts signed on that basis.

Bird of Peace Soars When Dele- 
gates Threaten War. 


NOT ALL ATTEND MEETING 


Glenn Says Manufacturers Want Voice 
in Waterways Affairs, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 31.—[Special.]—The 
dove of peace which has. hovered over the 
Illinois delegations to the deep waterways 
convention gave a loud oo and flew high up 
in the air today. Whether the bird aliguts 
in the Dlincis camp will depend on the re- 
sults of a conference which probably will 
be held tomorrow. 

The flight of the dove was occasioned by a 
tweak of the tail feathers, by the downstate 
delegations on Saturday. When the con- 
vention opened*in the afternoon the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ delegation had not arrived. 
their boat being delayed with the rest of the 
feet, but the downstate delegates and sév- 
eral members of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce who came down by train were on 
hand. Almost with the beginning of- the 
convention a caucus of the IlHnois delegates 
was called and Henry Mayo was named to 
represent Illinois on the*general resolutions 
committee. Clarke E. Carr of Galesburg, 
III., presided at the caucus. 

The coo of the dove was plainly heard when 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association com- 
pany learned only yesterday that a caucus 


had been had while yet they were on the 


“high seas.” So another caucus may be held 
to decide whether the first was a regular 
caucus when so many Tilingis delegates were 
absent. 

Glenn Objects to Methods. 

„We only. learned of the caucus on Satur- 
day today,” said J. Mack Glenn, secretary 
of the Manufacturers’ association. Ve 
understood that nothing was to.be done on 


Saturday and that the caucus was to be 
Y held tomorrow. The IIlinois Manufacturers’ 
association has more delegates to the con- 
vention than any other organization and we 
object to being left out when measures are 
considered.“ 

Mr. Glenn and T. Edward Wilder met in 
the lobby of the St. Charles hotel and talked 
over = ae situation. 

We dign't know anything about the cau- 
cus, said Glenn. “I hardly think it could 
be called a representative caucug. Another 
one should be held.“ 

“ Why were we not represented at the cau- 
cus?” inquired Mr. Wilder. It was held 
after the river fleet was in.“ 

„Well, we understood that no business was 


to. be transacted and we were trying to tie 


up to the dock while the caucus, was being 
held, replied Mr. Glenn. “After that we 
went about arranging for our rooms and 
getting settled.” 


Problem for Illinois. 

The caucus tomorrow may bring out an- 
other fine line of difference which will put 
the bird of peace still further up. in the air. 
Tilinois probably will get a place on the execu- 
tive committee of the Deep Waterways as- 
sociation, the committee which will bufid 
the waterway on paper during the coming 
year. All the IIlinois delegates agree that 
Illinois should have a place on the commit- 
tee, but just whom to put in the place is a 
question on which considerable difference of 
opinion exists. , 

t would be a nice thing for the Chicago 
Association of Commerce to have the place. 
The association's delegates admit it, but the 
Illinois Manufacturers association think it 
wotld be a desirable office for one of their 
number. It is rumored about the lobby of 
the St. Charles hotel that the Chicago dele- 
gates appointed by Mayor Busse alto have be- 
gun to consider what an honor it would bete 
have one of their delegation on the execu- 
tive committee. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
delegates gained a lap on their rivals by an- 
nouncing that they think ‘well of C. F. 
Wiehe of Chicago as a candidate for the 
place. The two other delegations are ex- 
pected to bring out their candidates tomor- 
row, and that is another reason why another 
fully attended caucus probably will be held 
tomorrow, for if the Illinois crowd cannot

The two men developed a pro- 
nounced liking for one another, which in the case of 
Victor Immanuel was strengthened by the remem- 
brarice of the kindness his wife had received at the 
hands of the widowed empress, under whose maternal 
care and at whose expense she had been broughf up, 
wholly and entirely at St. Petersburg. 

—~- 

: The friendship still further was strengthened by 
the visit paid by the King of Italy after his accession 
to the court of St. Petersburg, and if the emperor has 
delayed until a week ago his return call it has not 
been out of lack of affection and consideration for the 
king and queen of Italy, but solely and entirely to the 
dimcuity of providing for his safety from anarchist 
outrage and indignity south of the Alps. 

But now even those Italians whose liberal and 
radical principles had caused them to range themselves 
among the foes of the czar have changed their mind, 
and have developed. a far friendlier feeling for Nich- 
olas through the somewhat sudden discovery that there 
‘ts a pronounced community of Interests between Rus- 
gia and Italy in the Balkans, and that Russia is more 
likely than any other power to assist Italy.in prevent- 
ing Austria from absorbing Albania, an Ottoman. prov- 
ince which Italy fegards as her own particular sphere, 
owing to the number of Italians and to the predomi- 
nance of Italian trade in Albania and to the number 
of Italian. statesmen, officers, and nobles who pride 
themselves on their Al jan origin. 

This newly formed entente between Russia and 
Italy, taking the place of the former enmity between 
the two, has tts origin in the personal friendship. of 
Victor Emmanuel III. and of Nicholas II. 

— 

Parisian soctety has sustained a severe loss through 
the death of Baron Fernand Schickler, who, despite his 
German name and origin, was to such an extent a 
Parisian that people had almost forgotten that he was 
a Frenchman only by adoption. Both he and his 
brother Arthur had made their home in France for 
over half a century, while their colors had been seen 
on Freneh race courses for more than forty years. 

Veteran members of the French Jockey club and 
owners of Martinvast, one of the most famous stud 
farms in France, their stable won the Grand Prix on 
no less than four separate occasions, while as long as 
I an remember. their house, 17 Place Vendome, has 
been a center of hospitality and renowned for ite cul- 
sine. They married twin daughters of old Baron 
Roger. The Baroness Fernand died not long ago and 
her husband soon followed her to the grave. 

Fernand’s wealth win go to his brother's only 
child, Marguerite, married to Count Hubert de Pour- 
tales, son of that Countess Edmond de Pourtales who 
was one of the beauties of the court of the Tuileries, 
the intimate friend of Queen Alexandra and of the 
widowed empress of Russia, and whose supremacy in 
Parisian society ts so universally acknowledged, even 
though she is now a great-grandmother, that she con- 
tinnes to be kKiiown to this day in the French great 
world as in comtesse,” just as if there were no one 


else of that mus, 
— 


Emperor nam on his recent visit to Munich 
made the acquaintance of young Prince Ernest Au- 
gustus of Great Britain and of Brunswick, second son 
of the due of Cumberland, who is the de jure sov- 
erelgn duke of Brunswick, but who is not allowed to 
occupy his throne as such, owing to his persistent 
refusal to recognize Pruessia’s annexation of the king- 
dom of Hanover, of which hig father was the last 
king and of which he himself in his younger days 
was crown prince. The duke of Brunswick, who ts 
bound by deathbed pledges to his father and mother, 
always bas resiated all Emperor William’s advances 
toward a reconciliation. 

The dukten eldest son is crippled, but the duke’s 
second son, Ernest. Augustus, is generally regarded 
as. destined in course of time to become ruler of 
Brunswick in the place of Duke John Albert of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, now eek, the dueby of Bruns- 
wick as regent. 

With. the object of ating himself for these duties 
and in order to show that he is imbued with none of 
those prejudices against the existing order things 
in Germany ‘which have stood in the way of his 
father’s occupancy of the throne. of Brunswick, Prince 
Ernest Augustus has taken service in the German 
army as a lieutenant of the First regiment of heay 

cavalry in Bavaria, which is in gaftrison at Munich, 
and which is the crack corps of the Bavarian army.

Although, strictly speaking, the 8 army is 
independent of the kaiser’s control, except in war, yet
